A Convalescent Hospital. 

There is no doubt that the less 
people are congregated together 
the better off they are, so far as 
the ’flu epidemic is concerned. 
For purposes of attendance and in 
view of the scarcity of nurses, pa- 
tients must be collected together 
in hospitals. But so soon as they 
are convalescent it would be better 
for themselves as well as for other 
patients if they were taken else- 
where. In short a convalescent 
hospital for ’flu cases would help 
the situation immensely. There 
has been some mention of the 
Castle hotel as a ‘flu hospital. 
While a hotel is not probably well 
arranged to handle acute cases it 
would seem that for patients who 
have passed the acute stage and 
are able to help themselves to 
some extent a hotel properly re 
adjusted to the purpose would be 
ideal as a convalescent hospital. 


A German Sedan in Prospect. 

The American army under 
Pershing has broken through the 
German defence positions west of 


the Meuse and north-west of Ver- 
dun. The Germans are in definite 
retreat towards Sedan, which lies 
}on the left bapk of the Meuse 
about 15 miles north of the Amer- 
ican advance of Monday morning. 
Sedan is the point at which an im- 
portant railway system connecting 
the German armies in northern 


'France with their base in Germany 


croyses the Meuse. There is a gap 
of 30 miles between the railway 
whieh passes through Mezieres and 
Sedan and the next railway sys- 
tem further north at Vireux on 
the Meuse. The breaking of the 
German railway system at Sedan 
would mean that so far as railway 
transportation is concerned the 
base of the German salient which 
Belgium and _ northern 
France would be half eut through, 
It is roughly 120 miles from Ver- 
dun to the southern point of Hol- 
land. From the French lines as 
they were at the end of August 
last to Vireux is 60 miles. A Ger- 
man defeat anywhere between Se- 
dan and Mezieres would settle the 
final issue of the war almost as 
completely as the French surren 
der in 1871 settled the Franeo- 
Prussian war of that date,

back. But they failed to do so, and 
now anything may happen—ex-

Over to Allies Under Direction of Marshall Foch—| 
Territory Opened for invasion into Germany 


Washington, Nov. 4. Terms of te armistice under which the! { 


sand and sea forces of what once was the Austro-Huoagarian empire 
have laid down their arms were announced today simultaneously in 
Washington and the Allied capitals. They accomplish complete sur- 
render, and open Austrian and Hungarian territory for American and 
Allied operations against Germany. 

From this drastic document, it may be stated, may be gleaned an 
accurate outline of the conditions nearing completion in the supreme 
war council at Versailles under which Germany may be offered a 
cessation of hostilities. 


The terms, under which the debacle on the Italian front ended, \ 


today at 3 p.m., includes demobilization of Austrian forces, sur 
render of one-half of all artillery and military equipment; oceupa 
tion by American and Allied forces of such strategie places as may 
later be selected; use of Austrian railroads for operations against | 
Germany; evacuation of all invaded territory; leaving behind all 
equipment and supplies, including coal; surrender of 9 portion of 
the Austrian surface and submarine fleets and disarmament of others 
under American and Allied control; surrender of all German sub 
marines in Austrian waters, and repatriation of Allied and American 
prisoners without reciprocity. | 

Evacuation of Austrian territory roughly corresponding to the | 
boundary lines claimed by Italy under the Italian irrendentia or | 
treaty of London. 

The right of oceupation by Allied forces is resumed, logal au 
thorities to maintain order under Allied supervision.

All German troops in Austria-Hungary, Italy or the Balkans |

The Danube route is to be open by the oceupation or dismantling
